THE MIRACLE MAY HAPPEN 


Mr. Lloyd George is persuaded Germany is 
being armed only for defence, not for aggression. 
It is to be hoped he is right, though the Nur- 
emberg speech suggests that he is giving Mr. 
Hitler the benefit of exceedingly large 
doubt. It will be recalled also that some of Mr. 


Lloyd George's colleagues in the Asquith cabi- 
net were equally convinced of the pacific in- 
tentions of Germany, until its army was tramp- 
ing across the borders of Belgium. 

The great war-Premier is nothing if not 
temperamental. Nature did not make him an 
unemotional valuator of personalities and plans. 
That he should return from a pleasant visit to 
the Reichsfuehrer with confidence in the ben- 
evolence of his host can be understood, but 
hardly by people of the Jewish race. 

But he is entirely right that nothing could 
more contribute just now to the tranquility of 
Europe than a triangular accord between Bri- 
tain, Germany and France. The unfortunate 
thing is that nothing seems much less likely 
to come about. If Mr. Lloyd George can bring 
that to pass, Europe might forget—perhaps even 
forgive—the tragedy of Versailles,

THE BANKERS IN LUCK 

The Governments cf Great Britain, the 
United States and France have agreed to “neg” 
the moneys of these three countries, on a basis 
of gold at the new price of 35 United States 
dollars an ounce. That is the meaning of the 
announcement that “A three-power accord has 
been reached by London, Washington and Paris, 
involving the revaluation of the franc and its 
alignment with British and United States cur- 
rencies,” 

The fourth party to this happy accord is 
not named—-the international bankers who have 
been praying without ceasing, and scheming on 
the same scale, to recover the control they Jost 
in 1931 when Britain went off gold and took 
most of the countries in the world with her 
Money pegged to gold is money whose supply is 
fixed by the quantity of gold. Pegging the 
British pound to a gold franc and a gold dollar 
is the first major move toward putting the na- 
tions again on a rigid money ratio: 

The next logical step in the “stabilization” 
process will be an attempt to destroy Britain's 
managed-currency system and restore control 
of the pound sterling to the holders and cus- 
todians of gold. Whether the British people will 
consent to put their money supply again at the 
dictation of the racketeers remains to be seen. 
Their Government has evidently been wheedled 
or bludgeoned into submission to the plot 

Devaluation of the franc was inevitable in 
any case. France could not continue forever to 
sit figuratively on an island of $20 gold and see 
the gold being freighted away to the United 
States at the rate of $500,000,000 in a year. The 
bamkers, having carried the gold away, will now 
take it back again, and buy three francs for the 
price of two they sold. The congratulations go 
to them, in the one case as in the other. 


A CHALLENGE TO CAPITAL 

As a further attempt to get the housing 
scheme translated into actual and active build- 
ing operations, the Dominion Government has 
agreed to assume from 70 to 80 per cent. of the 
risk in connection with loans made for the 
building of dwelling houses. This in addition 
to supplying 20 per cent. of the loan money re- 
quired. The mortgage companies are thus asked 
to supply only 80 per cent. of the cost of the 
building, and are guaranteed against loss up to 
four-fifths of the amount they lend 

The standing defence of high interest rates 
is that the lender has to assume a risk that he 
may not be repaid. That risk is practically 
wiped out in the case of loans under the hous- 
ing scheme. It is reduced to a fraction almost 
negligible. If the mortgage companies want to 
do business—if they have not decided to block 
the scheme by refusing to lend money at 5 per 
cent.—it is up to them to start making loans. 
If Dominion bonds are a safe investment, hous- 
ing loans are four-fifths as safe under this new 
arrangement, at nearly double the interest rate. 

If private capital will not supply building 
loans on those terms, only one conclusion is 

j that there is no use expecting private 
capital to supply loans on any basis the Gcv- 
ernment could agree to or the borrowers ac- 
cept. 

The point worth noting is that under this 
revised plan the Government becomes the real 
creditor, besides supplying one-fifth of the 
money. The lending institutions would be well 
advised to ponder how long a step that is to- 


ward an out-and-out Government housing 
scheme. Do they waht the Government to go 
the rest of the way—a much shorter step— 
supply all the loan money, and leave them out 
of the picture altogether? 


BOND-RATES AND RELIEF 

Mayor Clarke admits a healthy suspicion 
that the reason the smaller cities of the prov- 
ince are not interested in a reduction of bond- 
interest rates is that they have been unloading 
their relief cases on Edmonton and Calgary; 
and claims to have some evidence to support 
that conclusion. The surmise is neither origi- 
nal nor exclusive with the Mayor. It is certain 
that while Edmonton’s population has been 
growing rapidly and that of smaller centres 
either standing still or receding, considerable 
numbers of people from outside points have 
been moving into the city and going on relief 
as soon as time permitted. Whether of their own 
accord or at the suggestion of officials of the 
centres concerned, the result has been to boost 
the burden of relief falling upon Edmonton tax- 
payers while the taxpayers of other communities 
escaped expense which would otherwise have 
fallen upon them. 

It was perhaps impossible to prevent this 
shifting of relief cases and prospective cases 
from one centre to another. In any event it was 
not prevented. Therein lies the injustice of 
compelling a municipality to carry part of the 
cost of relief. Since the Provincial and Federal 
Governments have failed to control the move- 
ment, they should assume the entire expense of 
relief and thus distribute the cost over the 
whole body of taxpayers in the province. 

As to bond-interest rates, the legislature 
has declared that 3 per cent. is all Edmonton and 
Calgary should be compelled to pay. If other 
centres want to pay more, and are situated to 
pay more, there is nothing in the Act to pre- 
vent them doing so. But because the smaller 
centres have been freed of a burden by the re- 
moval of some of their unemployed residents 
to Edmonton and Calgary is no reason why 
these larger cities should be denied the reduc- 
tion in bond-rates to which the legislature has 
said they are entitled, and which they certainly 
need.

The Passing Show

A new edition of a very old book, or collec- 
tion of books, has recently been issued, As it is 
the best known book and the perpetual “best 
seller,” covering history, law, poetry, drama, 
letters, romance and ethics in a style of un- 
paralleled clearness and simplicity, a new edi- 
tion deserves mention. 

No person can be regarded as well-edu- 
cated who hasn’t a knowledge of this book. 
Many modern writers who have acquired an 
admirable limpidity in their writing, give credit 
to their study of the writimg style of this book. 

Walt Whitman, the American poet of dem- 
ocracy has written: 

“How many ages and generations have 
brooded and wept and agonized over this 
book! What untellable joys and ecstacies, 
what support to martyrs at the stake, from 
it! To what myriads has it been the shore 
and rock of safety—the refuge from driving 
tempest and wreck! Translated in all lan- 
guages, how it has united this diverse 
world! Of its thousands there is not a verse, 
not a word, but is thick-studded with hu- 
man emotion.” 

You'll have guessed by now that the book 
referred to is “the book of books”—the English 
Bible. 
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The new edition follows the King James 
version—the older and better known transla- 
tion—but it has been editorially and typo- 
graphically arranged for better understanding, 
and for reader enjoyment. 

There are so many elements in the compo- 
sition of the Bible that it has been likened to 
a conglomerate rock. Modern typographical 
technique was not among the accomplishments 
of the first translators when they gave us their 
matchless version, “the noblest monument of 
English prose,” as it has been called. 

Much of the Bible consists of poetry. The old 
version failed to print it as such. In the new 
version poetry is printed as poetry, and prose 
as prose. 

The original manuscripts show no divisions 
into chapters and verses, and of course no 
headnotes. These were inserted by the eerly 
translators to make place-identification eusy, 
and with the idea of supplying a cue to the 
meanings of the subject matter. 

The commentators were not always happy 
in their dividings. The subject matter of one 
chapter frequently runs over into the next. 
They were even less happy in some of the head- 
notes. In the Song of Solomon, for instance, 
where the male lover, the keeper of the vine- 
yards boasts: 

“I am black, but comely, O ye daughters of 

Jerusalem, 

As the tents of Kedar, as the Curtains of Solo- 
mon.” 

and she who is described as “the fairest of wom- 

en” makes answer: 

“A bundle of myrrh is my well-beloved unto 

He shall lie all night between my breasts.” 

and her subsequent lament: 

“Stay me with flagons, 

Comfort me with apples; 

For I am sick of love. 

His left hand is under my head, 

And his right hand doth embrace me.” 
the grave scholars of King James’ day describ- 
ed this as typifying “the mutual love of Christ 
and his Church.” 

The later scholarship of men, like Ewald 
Hengstenberg and Davidson affirms that the 
Song of Solomon was a shepherd's luve song of 
anonymous authorship, written long after the 
death of Solomon. (Ewald says the middle of 
the 10th century B.C.; Davidson thinks it did 
not appear before 350 B.C.) 
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The new edition of the Bible is printed in 
ordinary book type with the lines extending 
across the whole page. Misleading divisions and 
headnotes are eliminated, an occasional sub- 
head taking their place. Repetition is avoided, 
quotations are shown as such, poetry is printed 
in poetry style and the drama of Joh is printed 
as drama, with the prologue, epilogue and 
drama-proper divided, and the list of “charac- 
ters” shown at the beginning. Unimportant 
genealogies telling who begat whom are omitted. 
Antique spelling and cumbersome punctuation 
have been modernized. 

One important difference the reader will 
note is in the matter of editorial presentation. 
The various books are presented in time order 
by and subject-matter, each preceded by a brief 
account of when it was written and under 
what circumstances, according to the latest con- 
clusions of Biblical scholars. 

Many a man who has promised himself that 
he will read the Bible through some day, will 
have his task made easier and his comprehen- 
sion aided by the new edition, which is de- 
signed to make the Bible a book to be read as 
living literature, 


If you're the unfortunate possessor of two 
suits of clothes you've probably known the an- 
guish of leaving home and discovering that 
you've left your purse, your car tickets, your 
watch and your latch-key behind in the other 
suit. 

Mayor La Guardia of New York f@ll into 
that predicament recently when he officiated 
at a Salvation Army function in his bailiwick. 
When the collection plate came round the plat- 
form he fumbled in his pockets, blushed and 
admitted that he'd left his money at home in 
another suit. 

The situation was turned to good account by 
the Commissioner who announced, “The Salva- 
tion Army is the proper place for any man to 
come to who hasn't any money.” 


There may be those to argue, perhaps not 
without force, that at this time Mr. King could 
render Canada greater service in Canada than 
at Geneva, That aside, the fact remains that if 
we are to remain within the league, it is worth 
while sending somebody to Geneva who, when 
he returns, will be able to tell us why we are 
remaining with the league, and what our re- 
maining with it involves and implies.

Stomach Ulcers Give 
Warning

Occasionally we read in the papers about the 
death of some famous man who died from stem- 
ach ulcers. The usually 
leaves the impression that the famous person 
ulcers very suddenly

developed the stomach 


and that they proved immediately fatal. 

Such a report Jeads one to 
believe that stomach ulcers 
were caused in some myster- 
ious way and did not give 
proper warning. This is cer- 
tainly not true, as the devel- 
opment of stomach ulcers is 
always preceded by weeks or 
months of stomach inflamma- 
tion with tenderness in the 
Dr. F. McCoy abdomen, excessive gas, belch- 
ing, regurgitation, and finally, vomiting. 

The person who has reached the stage where 
he is continually bothered with severe indiges- 
tion must suffer from a marked stomach irri- 
tation or gastritis, and this is the condition im- 
mediately preceding the development of stom- 
ach or duodenal ulcers. 

There is nothing mysterious about the cause 
of stomach ulcers. In every case it will be found 
that the patient has been manufacturing too 
large a quantity of hydrochloric acid, which ex- 
ists in the gastric juice in certain amounts 
which must be considered normal. When the 
hydrochloric acid is increased in quantity, an 
irritation of the tender mucous membrane 
which Jines the stomach is bound to result. 

The digestive juices of the stomach can digest 
a piece of meat in an hour or two, but nature 
has provided the stomach with some kind of 
protection so that it does not digest itself. How- 
ever, after hyperacidity of the stomach has ex- 
isted for a long time, the mucous membrane of 
the stomach, which should be a healthy pink 
color, gradually becomes red and irritated, fin- 
ally breaking down in some one part where 
an ulcer forms. Usually, the ulcer forms in that 
part of the stomach near the pylorous, or exit. 

The mucous membrane lining the pylorus is 
constantly bathed in the digestive juices of the 
stomach, and if the gastric juice becomes too 
acid, it is bound to set up an irritation around 
the narrow, over-worked stomach exit. 

Remember that all the time leading up to 
this condition of local irritation of the pylorus, 
there has been a definite stomach acidity. There 
is no patient who ever developed a marked 
stomach ulcer who did not receive plenty of 
warning in advance, which he did not heed, or 
else tried to subdue by taking baking soda or 
by using some other preparation to neutralize 
the acidity. 

As the ulcers begin to break down, a small 
amount of blood will coze from them and this 
may be vomited, having the appearance of cof- 
fee grounds, This type of hemmorhaging is not 
particularly dangerous, although the patient is 
generally greatly alarmed by it. 

As the ulcer continues to develop, the diges- 
tive symptoms become more marked and the 
patient may lose in weight. It is at this stage 
that vomiting occurs as a part of the clinical 
picture. The attacks of vomiting may be in- 
creased through using food unwisely selected, 
or may be increased by vigorous exercise. Very 
often the ulcer patient finds that exercise alone 
will be sufficient to induce selected foods. I 
believe this to be an important point and I al- 
ways advise the patient with stomach ulcers 
not to over-exercise., 

Even after the ulcer has reached this stage, 
it is usually possible to bring about a cure, if 
the proper dietetic treatment is used.

The overweight 
patient, of course, will not complain as he has 
been generously upholstered and will not feel 
the need of a pillow or other protective padding. 
If the soreness persists, have an X-ray picture 
made of the tip of the spine, as perhaps you 
may have injured it in a fall without being 
aware of it.

‘The New Canadian 
Broadcasting Act

Premier Aberhart may have formed his ideas about 


censoring the Press from a consideration of the New Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Act. 


In the first place there is one serious omission from 
the Act which should be cured at the next session of Par- 
liament. There must be a section providing that no person, 
male or female, imagining ability to sing, but therein mis- 
taken, shall be allowed to emote or create discords or dis- 
harmony over any Radio Commission Station or over any 
Private Station. This is necessary in the interest of pub- 


lie sanity; and especially for the relief of the shut-ins and 
the helpless. 


The late “Mr. Sage” who in his dramatized form assist- 
ed in the overthrow of the Conservative Party, is perman- 
ently buried by the Broadcasting Act—it being enacted 
that dramatized political broadcasts are prohibited. Politi- 
cal broadcasts are also prohibited on election day and on 
the two days preceding election day in respect of domin- 
ion, provincial and municipal elections. 


As a double precaution against the acts of designing 
politicians, the Radio Commission is authorized to pre- 
Scribe the proportion of time which may be devoted to 
political broadcasts by Corporation Stations and by Pri- 
vate Stations, and to assign such time on an equitable 
basis to all parties and rival candidates. 


Then it is provided that the Radio authorities may make 
regulations to control the establishment of networks or 
chains of stations and to control the character of any and 
all programs broadcast by any station; and to fix the 
amount of time which, may be devoted to advertising and 
to control the character of advertising. No private station 
may operate as part of a chain of stations without the per- 
mission of the Radio Authority. The name of the sponsor 
of any political broadcast must be publicly announced.
